I can think of a few possible remedies. 


1. Make the rope long enough that the weight is just off the 
ground. Then it doesn't have far to fall and nobody can get 
under it. 


2. Hang a fishnet bag around the weights as a backup. Tie the 
bag directly to a branch so it will catch and hold the weights 
if the rope breaks. 


3. Plant shrubs, flowers or a hedge around the tree so they 
would have to be trampled in order to get under the weights.

I designed such a circuit for my old IC2AT handy, and presented it to the 
Southern Maine ARC last year. It's very simple. It uses a 555 oscillator and 
a transformer isolation circuit to accomplish tone injection and keying. 


Shortly thereafter a similar design appeared in QST. If you, or any other 
member of the list, would like a copy of the circuit I used, I can supply an 
OrCAD file, or convert it to a JPEG, or fax you a copy, or send it via snail 
mail for an SASE.

As one ham who really enjoys CW, I really lament the day the FCC removed the 
requirement to send code from the amateur radio license examination process. 
I say this because I firmly believe that if you try to learn CW by only 
listening to it you are denying yourself probably the best learning device 
available to you. 


I know that, for me, sending code was the best teacher for receiving code. 
Your receiving speed will always fall behind your sending speed, but as you 
increase your sending speed (hopefully with clean, easy to understand, CW) 
your receiving speed will come along as well. 


I learned on a straight key. When I wanted to go faster than I could send 
cleanly on a straight key I moved on to a keyer and a set of paddles. When I 
got to where I could copy faster than I could send cleanly on a set of 
paddles, I started using a computer program and interface as a CW keyboard. 
Then, I could get up to really fast CW speeds with my sending, and my 
reception speed followed along as well. Today, even though I am out of 
practice on really high speed copy, I can comfortably copy over 40 WPM in my 
head, and really enjoy it. 


Another thing that helped my code reception speed was operating lots of CW 
mobile. The only way to copy really fast is to copy in your head. While I 
can type faster than I can copy, if I try to type while I am listening to Cw, 
I lose my train of thought. So, I find it best just to copy in my head, just 
like one does with normal conversation. Not everyone can operate CW mobile, 
but we all can practice copying in our heads. 


And, what I find is that with improved CW receiving and sending speed, your 
QSOs have the potential to be very much more interesting. No longer does it 
take your whole QSO just to send your name, QTH and an RST to someone. 

Really meaningful and interesting conversation can take place. At that 
point, CW really starts to be fun. You can always slow down to match the 
sending speed of anyone else you are in QSO with, and be pleasantly surprised 
at how easy it is to sit back and enjoy true "armchair" copy, all in your 
head. 


There will always be differences in opinion about CW and the requirement for 
it in amateur radio licensing examinations. However, I believe that most of 
the dissention comes from those who have had negative experiences learning 
the code. 


So, if you are one of those who is trying to increase your CW speed in order 
to pass a particular test, I highly recommend practicing sending CW as the 
best method for increasing your receiving speed. I really believe that you 
will find that the action of forming the characters, combined with the mental 
process of thinking them through and the audio feedback of hearing what you 
have sent is the best way to learn. 


Try writing down a sentence, turning on your tape recorder and sending the 
sentence, then listening to what you have sent. I think you will be amazed 
at how quickly you will pick it up, and not only be able to pass whatever 
test you want to pass but also turn something you thought was drudgery into 
real fun. Next, you will want to build your own simple CW rigs and operate 
something you have built from scratch all by yourself, just like the rest of 
uS crazies on QRP. 


Try it, you might even like it.

I lament the failure of ham club CW classes to teach sending skills. 
The attempts of such an untrained ham to make his first CW contacts can 
be VERY painful and EXTREMELY discouraging. No wonder so many drop the 
CW mode very early in their ham career. 


FWIW, anyone wanting to take a proper code test can still take the 
commercial Radiotelgraph Second Class license exam. It requires sending 
and receiving PLAIN LANGUAGE at 20 wpm for at least one minute perfect 
copy out of a five minute test, using a straight key if you don't 
provide a bug. It also requires sending and receiving (this is the hard 
part) RANDOM letters/number/punctuation at 16 wpm arranged as five 
character code groups for one minute perfect copy out of a five minute 
test. One has to be good at writing down the received code. The 
ability to "head copy" at high speed is of little use for these tests. 
The radio services for which the license was intended are just about 
extinct, so no doubt soon the license will be also. 


> Your receiving speed will always fall behind your sending speed, but as you 
> increase your sending speed (hopefully with clean, easy to understand, CW) 


> your receiving speed will come along as well. 


Beware! If you can't copy the speed you're trying to send, how do you 


know if you're sending decent code or not? You'll always judge your 
sending to be better than it actually is. Past a modest entry level 
code proficiency, it almost always becomes more difficult to SEND decent 
code than to receive it. It's OK to practice sending beyond your read 
capability, but don't do it in a QSO. 


> Another thing that helped my code reception speed was operating lots of CW 
> mobile. 


I found it interesting to copy merchant marine traffic on 4, 6, 8, 12, 
16, and 22 mcs. Alas, all activity in this area is now nearly vanished 
(but only within the last couple of years)! 


> The only way to copy really fast is to copy in your head. 


If one claims that CW has value under emergency conditions, the ability 
to write down the traffic may be an important skill. This skill is 
usually neglected by high speed ham operators.

This is certainly true for the USA. If You look at the value 
Amateur-Radio has even (particularly?) in rich European countries like 
Germany or Switzerland You will notice a strong opposition against 
everything producing EM radiation. Nobody cares about the over 50000 
casualties of car accidents, but in the last years an incredible hype 
about "electro-smog" and its danger has started. As a commercial 
example: everybody uses a cellular phone, but nobody wants to have an 
antenna near his backyard. 


To get a permission for an antenna can be a fight going on for years 
(and sometimes including a costly lawsuit against government). In most 
countries Amateur-Radio is not a service but a tolerated nuisance. One 
reason may be that in most European countries no natural disasters 
like hurricanes or earthquakes occurred in the last decades, people 
simply see no need for a backup emergency communication network 
amateur radio could offer. For them, radioamateurs are not part of a 
public service but simply hobbyists disturbing (???) their 
narrowminded sight of the world. 

One exception is e.g. Turkey where radio amateurs played a very 
honorable role keeping communication going on when the disastrous 
earthquakes destroyed a whole region. 

To come to an end: we need young people joining the amateur radio 
community and we need better reputation in society. This can only be 
done, if CW is xonex of xmanyx modes practised in Amateur Radio. 
Otherwise Amateur Radio will get into trouble in the future. If we 
can't convice people that we can (and will) provide a public service, 
they won't support it in any way.=20

Ray, W5XE, expressed concern that people can get hit by bricks, etc, if the rope 
holding them breaks as they are passing underneath. This is a valid safety 
issue. 


What do I do? The bottles of sand that I use are typically only about 6 feet off 
the ground at the max which helps. Actually, I find it useful to be able to 
reach them to exercise the pulleys or to give them a tug to check the tension. 


Also, most are placed where someone would not normally be walking or under them 
without real purpose in being there. Think a bit on your antenna layouts and you 
might can do similarly.

You can use the techniques shown in your ARRL Handbook. On at least ONE end 
of your wire antenna, support it through a pulley at the tree, running a 
rope from the end of the antenna through the pulley down toward the ground. 


At the end of this "support rope", fasten a bucket filled with concrete to 
keep the antenna in the air and horizontal. As the tree flexes in the wind, 
the bucket of cement (on that support rope) will rise and fall and keep 
tension on the antenna wire without breaking it.

me and a friend used to play around with radio and audio. 

There was a two tube regenerative radio in a magazine 

called Radio Electronics I think. It two of the 6C6 tube, which 
was a large bottle with a cap on the top. It was a low signal 
pentrode amplifier tube. The radio interchanged the control grid 
and screen grid and ran with 6v on the plates and 6 volts 

on the control grid. The signal went to the screen grid. 

It had plug in coils for the SW bands. It was tough trying 

to find parts; variable capacitors were the hardest. The 

radio worked fine. I don't have any of those tubes any more 

or know whether any other pentrode would work in this 
application. The screen grid was separate and not 

connected to any beam forming electrodes. Try it!

I agree, if you don't send, you just won't get it. Some people play 
with just the tapes, just to pass the test, and that's fine, but it's a 
totally different world on the air. It goes faster (perception wise) 
since you won't be totally 100% dedicated to just copying the 
characters, and in some respects it's actually easier, once you 

start getting the character recognition into ‘background processing' 

in your mind. You start pulling up words from partials based on 

the context of what you've gotten so far. 


And you don't get that by listening to tapes, or computer programs. 


I think sending helps the mind start putting the CW ‘translation' into 
background processing, then the brain can concentrate on doing 
the actual character interpretation. 


There's something similar to that in skiing. I work as a ski instructor 
through the winter. We joke, but we really don't teach beginners to 
ski, we teach them to survive, just basic skills. And have fun. If 
they 

don't survive, they won't be able to come back. If they don't have 

fun, they won't WANT to come back. But they survive, and they 

have fun, and somewhere around 6 to 10 hours of skiing, they 

suddenly discover that when they see someone or something on 

the trail, and without consciously thinking ‘do this with your foot, 

do this with your ankle, etc' they are suddenly turning where they 


want to go, THEN they've moved the mechanics of skiing into 
background as opposed to having to manage the mechanics in 
foreground. 


Suddenly skiing is really fun, and THEN they can take a second 
lesson and really learn things. 


With CW, I think the same thing needs to happen. You can only 
push CW so far as a foreground task in your mind. And moving 
it to background I think happens much faster when you send as 
well as receive. 


Why do people hit 'plateaus' when then try to increase their skill? 

I strongly suspect there are certain aspects of how they do CW 

in their mind that they try to ‘hold on to' in foreground. They keep 
thinking too directly about it, and there's only so many things the 
mind can do real time in foreground. (I know, I really sound like 

an engineer here!) 


Now if we could just learn to identify what those things are that we 
keep trying to do in foreground and ‘let go' of them, so they move 
into the background and let the speed start climbing! 


If we're going to discuss the aspects of CW, and how to get your 
speed up and your quality rate higher, then this is a great topic! 
Let's leave it on that track! People know how I feel about the 
‘other' track.

There is a_ lot of advice on how to learn cw. There 
are very few references to any studies which might 
have data on the best methods. It appears that each 
person develps a method that works for her. Does 
anyone know if the armed services or other 


organizations published studies on the best methods? 

From my observations advice falls into several 
categories: 

1. Have cw as background music. 

2. Practice sending 

3. Listen to tapes: 

a. listen to plain language 
b. listen to random characters 

4. Listen to computer programs so you don t have 
repetition you might recall. 

5. Get on the air. Seems to be a combination of 
listening and sending practice. 

6. Be born with the right genes. 

7. Have a friend spell out words to you a letter at 
a time. 

8. Translate things you see into cw. 

9. Learn the 100 most common words used in cw so you 
hear the words. 

10. Do head copy. 

11. Don t practice more than 15 to 20 minutes at a 
time. 

1. Cw as background music. 

This seems to imply that there is a subliminal 
learning going on where one unconsciously or 
consciously listens and learns. Not sure how this 
might be tested but the suggestion surfaces frequently 
as useful. 


2 . Practice Sending. 

Advocated as a way of listening to what you send and 
seems to imply that by using the muscles some learning 
is imparted to the brain from the muscle activity and 
from listening to what is sent in the practice. This 
may be very similar to number 5 with the difference 
being that you listen to your own version of cw 
instead of someone else s. Will have to wait for Nils 
to give some input here. 


3. Listen to tapes. 

Tapes are available for any speed you happen to be 
working on. Most come in either plain language or 
random characters. Some worry that you may memorize 
the sequence of characters on the tape and not truly 
learn as efficiently as you might if you did not know 
what was coming next. In the usual QSO, and in usual 
language, most of the time you will know what is 
coming so this may not be a problem. Many say you 
learn to hear words eventually so you may have to 


listen to the same word repetitively to grasp it as a 
unit. On the way to hearing words as units, one must 
first hear and retain the individual letters one at a 
time. It may be that listening to random characters 
helps to hear the letters one at a time and then 
listening to known words will give the ability to hear 
them as units. 

In this method suggestions are made to pick a speed 
and then listen until you can copy some arbitrary 
percentage of the words. The precentage can be any 
you like. For me this is to listen until I can get it 
all. This never happens so I get a lot of use out of 
each tape<G>. 


4. Listen to computer programs. 
The main benefit is to have enough material so that 
you don t' ever know what is coming because you don t 
repeat known patterns. 


5. Get on the air. 

Advantage here is the real life experience of 
listening to others send you cw. This is frequently 
posted as the best way to bring up your abilities in 
cw. In my experience, doing this almost always 
results in listening to cw slower than I have 
practiced on tapes. It generally leaves me feeling I 
am making progress and learning a lot. This is the 
only place that knowing cw has any relevance so it 
makes sense to spend time here. 


6. Be born with the right genes. 

Implication here is that you are either born with the 
skill to do cw or you are not. Comparisons are made 
to playing concert pieces on the piano or maybe 
hitting a golf ball like Tiger Woods. It may be that 
these special talents are more like copying 100 wpm 
and not related to doing a passable qso. On the 
other hand a concert cellist once told me that anyone 
could learn to play a musical instrument. His idea was 
that you had to spend 10 minutes a day practicing. 
Seems easy but fitting those ten minutes in can be a 
challenge. 


7. Have a friend spell out words a letter at a time. 
I have no knowledge of this or whether or not it 


helps. 


8. Translate things you see into cw. 


I have no knowledge of this or whether it is helpful. 


9. Learn the 100 most common words used in cw so you 
hear the words. 

This seems intriguing. Would love to see a tape of 
these words done at different speeds. Does anyone 
know of a resource for this? Seems the logical way to 
begin hearing words instead of individual letters. 


10. Do head copy. 


This may be a misnomer. Clearly all copy is done in 
the head. It appears this means to retain all the 
letters of a word in your mind until the word is 
recognized and then to move on to the next word while 
remembering previous words. The contrast is with 
writing down every letter as it is heard. There is 
also an intermediate level in which some words are 
written for reference and memory is relied on for the 
rest. The big girls seem to be able to do head copy 
at higher speeds than the others. 


In my experience, learning by tapes and by being on 
the air seem to be most useful. I have no data and 
have not seen any information based on’ some kind of 
methodical study which imply this is the most useful 
method. 

In trying to be able to retain the most in memory, I 
have found that I need to listen to tapes that are 
slower than I can copy when writing every letter. One 
of the biggest problems is to hear a few letters at 
the beginning of a word and to then jump to the 
conclusion that I know the word. For example if I 
hear squ I might assume the word is squeeze and then 
get confused when instead of an e I hear an a as 
in square. When this happens, listening to tapes of 
random characters helps to bring me back to listening 
to each letter while not jumping to conclusions about 
what is to come. 

Another problem is missing the first letter of the 
word. Don t know a cure for this except 
concentration. 

In some ways listening to plain language is the same 
as listening to random characters. This happens when 
the speed is high enough to keep from understanding 
anything but a few characters here and there. Does 
this help? I don t know. For me it did not seem to 


bring the progress that listening to speeds where I 
could hear and retain most of the letters. In the 
latter case it seemed I was paying more attention and 
concentrating more effectively. I am sure your 
mileage will be the same<G>. 


11. Don t practice more than 15 to 20 minutes at a 
time. 

This makes no sense to me. If you have cw on as 
background music you clearly are practicing more than 
20 minutes at a time? If you get on the air it is 
hardly getting the rig warmed up to have it on for 20 
minutes. I may be mistating the intent of this 
advice. It may just mean than when you get tired of 
practice take a break. When listening to tapes in the 
car, there are times when my ability to hear and 
retain anything 
goes into shut-down. I don t realize there is a 
break until it is over. This may have to do with 
advancing age. At times like these, it may be that 
the cw is heard as background music which is later 
switched to more concentrated listening. 


None of the theories has any justifying data I know 
about. They all seem to work for some people some of 
the time. I believe it all boils down to how much 
time is invested in practicing cw either listening or 
sending or both. Unfortunately there is no data to 
support me either. 


Please feel free to disagree with me or to flame me. 
I consider this the blind speaking to the hopefully 
more knowledgeable. If there is any way to learn cw 
more efficiently I want to know about it.

There are two parts here. One is how to learn, the other is how to 
practice. They are not the same. At some point you have to get the 
characters ingrained into your skull. Practice can help you recognize them 
faster, but you need to know them first. 


> 1. Have cw as background music. 

possibly a good practice method. It at least give you exposure when 
you don't set aside time to practice otherwise. This would probably 
increase your head copying speed. 


> 2. Practice sending 

This exercises a different skill than copying. I'm sure it helped me. 
For me this gave quicker recall for the letters and reinforced them in my 
skull. 


> 3. Listen to tapes: 
> a. listen to plain language 
> b. listen to random characters 


For head copying plain language is good. In fact for copying to paper it is 
also good. You don't have to look up the correct answers then. 


Random characters is good when learning the code. Learn 4-6 characters 
at a time. 


> 4. Listen to computer programs so you don t have 
> repetition you might recall. 


If you listen to a tape enough, you do run into recall problems. A computer 
program is also useful for making tapes. 


> 5. Get on the air. Seems to be a combination of 
> listening and sending practice. 


It's also more fun and more challenging. 
> 6. Be born with the right genes. 


Gene therapy seems a little dangeous. 


> 7. Have a friend spell out words to you a letter at 
> a time. 

> 8. Translate things you see into cw. 

> 9. Learn the 100 most common words used in cw so you 
> hear the words. 


This is something to concentrate on after you are on the air. IMHO 


> 10. Do head copy. 
Great for listening to code as background music. It's books on tape in 
CW. 


I also suggest learning to not head copy. Copy behind 1 or 2 letters. Don't 
try to understand your copy until after you're done. This becomes hard to 
do, but I feel it is easier to get up to speed (at least for tests) this way. 
This is a completely differnt skill than sending. 


> 11. Don t practice more than 15 to 20 minutes at a 
> time. 


Burnout can occur. 15-20 min at a time seems reasonable to me. 


Most of these pertain to practice and not learning the code the first time 
through. Learning the letters is probably the hardest part. They shouldn't 
be dit's and dahs. the character should be recoginzed. If you are 
translating it, it's bad, there is no way you can speed up.

I have followed this CW thread with interest. Some personal observations. 
I am currently struggling with the code. Almost 30 years ago I "learned" the 


code. Actually just enough to decipher 3 letter identifiers for NavAids 
(Aviation road signs). The code was a block (real or perceived) to my 


obtaining a license. Several years ago a friend (Tech plus) told me about the 
No-Code license. With a week of "study" I was able to easily pass the test. 
(Took about that long to read the manual in my limited spare time). For me 
the technical part was EASY. 


Access to the VHF/UHF bands was not enough for me. I have set a goal of 
learning the code and obtaining at least Advanced. Even though it has been a 
struggle for me, I support the code requirement or some other difficult 
technical requirement to gain access to precious HF frequencies. 


I have been in industrial training for years and I believe there are four 
stages of learning. Unconscious incompetent, Conscious incompetent, Conscious 
competent, and Unconscious competent. 


If you have ever taught a kid to drive you can easily recognize these stages. 


Unconscious incompetent - Not only do you not know how, you don't even have a 
clue as to what is required. Ask any thirteen year old. They can drive as 
well as anybody, just give them a car. 


Conscious incompetent - Still can't perform but at least they now understand 
at least some of what they don't know. This is the stage where learning 
begins. Remember how the teenager weaved over the road, braked or accelerated 


Conscious competent - Can perform, with some hesitation, but must think about 
what is to be done. Remember them looking down to see where the brake pedal 
was before stepping on it. 


Unconscious competent - Where we all want to be. Another part of the brain 
takes care of the routine functions and we are able to drive and talk at the 
same time. (Note, some folks become incompetent at this stage. They fail to 
notice when the autopilot disengages because they are busy putting on makeup 
or dialing the cell phone.) 


I am somewhere between Conscious incompetent and Conscious competent. Those 
individuals who can copy while doing other functions are Conscious competent 
and the 45 wom speed demons are the race car drivers of this world. Some 
people learn easily and some don't. But with consistent effort and practice I 
believe it is possible.

Ok, with a show of hands, how many of you who are frustrated 
with the code have actually packed up the microphone so 
that you can focus on your goal of unconcious competence? 


I say again, "Perfect Practice makes perfect". Who decides 

on what is perfect practice? I think part of the answer is 

to be spoken by those operators who have reached the unconcious 
competency plateu. 


Practice Sessions: The military taught in 50 minute sessions, 
6 hours a day! 


Duration of practice has been suggested at 20 minutes. Wow, where 
the heck is the data to support that as optimum? 


How about: Practice as often and as long as possible to the degree 
it satisfies your comfort level and allows you to meet 
other obligations. 


It took me 3 weeks at 2 to 3 hours per night to get the bug sending 
to an acceptable level I felt proud to qso with. Why stop at 20 
minutes of practice when you feel like 2 hours today. 4 hours!

Turn off the TV, FM Radio and substitute a radio 
to monitor a known QRP frequency. After about 20 or 30 QSO's 

with very marginal headcopy you'll start picking it up as a

QUOTE 
NO amateur station transmitting in the 30 meter band shall cause harmful 
interference to stations authorized by other nations in the fixed service. 
The licensee of the amateur station MUST MAKE ALL NECESSARY ADJUSTMENTS, 
INCLUDING TERMINATION OF TRANSMISSIONS, IF HARMFUL INTERFERENCE IS CAUSED. 
UNQUOTE (Caps added by me). 


So, can someone please explain how an "Automatically controlled data station" 
makes these necessary adjustments? How does it know when to shut itself off? 
How does it know when it is causing harmful interence? What kind of controls 
does it have?

Or attach a second line to the weight and tie to another branch!

BTW, if you use a plastic milk jug or the like, be aware these are 
made from uv degratable plastics, so if it sees a lot of sun, it will 
self distruct in a few months. 


I use one of those old cast iron window stash weights myself. Also, I 
found having the pully on it's own rope can help, as sometimes the 
rope to the antenna slips off the pully and gets jammed. Lot easier 
to lower the rope with the pully than to climb back up the tree to 
unjam it! I suppose having the right pully/rope combination would 
solve that problem too!
